Prime Minister Mackenzie King, it is 
announced, will go on the air tonight with 
a broadcast which, it is presumed, will deal 
with the resignation of the Hon, J. L. 
Ralston, and appointment of General A. G. 
L. McNaughton as Minister of National 
Defence. The announced subject of the ad- 
dress is to be “Support for the Canadian 
Army Overseas.” 

Such a statement from the Prime Min- 
ister is badly needed. 

The country has been shocked and dis- 
mayed, not only by the appointment of 
General McNaughton to this onerous post, 
after he had retired from the army because 
of ill-health and incompatibility, but also 
by the statements made by General Mc- 
Naughton since his appointment. 

Most Canadians are completely unable 
to understand why the drafted army of 
72,000 men was trained and drilled for 
years, at a cost of hundreds of millions of 
dollars, if it was not to be used when 
needed, 

They are unable to understand why, 
when it requires six months or more to 
train young volunteers as reinforcements, 
these reinforcements are not sought in the 
obvious place among well trained drafted 
men. 

They are unable to understand why 
Bill 80—the plebiscite of 1942—was ever 
put to the people if the Government did not 
intend to carry out the clear-cut mandate 
then delivered by such a huge majority. 

Canadian are entitled, therefore, to exe 
pect from Mr. King tonight a frank and 
complete statement of the facts.

Roosevelt Again 


As Canadians had confidently expected, 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt has been elected 
for the fourth time to the presidency of the 
United States. 

This decision will be gratifying to most 
Canadians and most British persons 
throughout the world, not because they 
entertained any sentiment of hostility to- 
wards Governor Thomas Dewey but be- 
cause, so incoherent are many election 
promises, Mr. Roosevelt is a known quan- 
tity and Governor Dewey is relatively an 
unknown quantity. 

Mr. Roosevelt has demonstrated a wide 
world view, an acute appreciation of inter- 
national problems and a willingness to 
throw the unparalleled resources of the 
United States into a co-operative effort to 
maintain peace. He has demonstrated a 
generous friendship towards the other 
English-speaking nations. 

It is possible that Governor Dewey 
would have matched these virtues in all 
particulars. But there was a chance in- 
volved, So Canadians, paying full tribute 
to his genius and his statesmanship, had 
hoped that Mr. Roosevelt would be return- 
ed. That hope is fulfilled. 

This election illustrates how little pre- 
cedent matters when vital national issues 
are at stake. The personality of Mr. Roose- 
velt as a war leader was greater than any 
precedent. 

This was essentially a contest of person- 
alities in which the more powerful and ex- 
perienced personality won.

Building Up the Assessment 


It is good news for the taxpayers that 
at least $2,500,000 will be added to Edmon- 
ton’s assessment for 1945 because of new 
buildings erected and other improvements 
made to property. Approximately three 
times this amount has been added in the 
same way since the war began. 

When the assessment rises because 
property has been built upon or otherwise 
improved, the basis of taxation is broad- 
ened; there are more pockets from which 
the needed city revenue will be drawn. This 
is peculiarly true when lots thus brought 
into use are bought from the city, since 
these are transferred from the non-taxable 
to the taxable classification, 

There have been times when the assess- 
ment went up “like a balloon” mainly for 
the reason that real estate values were 
booming. Later on it went down like a de- 
flated balloon when these values were found 
to be fictitious. 

The present steady rise is not the result 
of hoisting the supposed value of town lots, 
vacant or improved, It is the answer to a 
mathematical caculation as to the number 
and value of houses actually built and im- 
provements actually made. The assessment 
now is not being marked up; it is being built 
up 

The difference is vitally important.

Another Allied Army 

General de Gaulle has had the satisfac- 
tion of seeing the re-constituted French 
army stage its first big parade. His gratifi- 
cation would be the greater because the 
review took place in the south-eastern ter- 
ritory which Mussolini grabbed when he 
delivered his traitorous “stab in the back” 
of prostrate France. 

That happens to also be the mountain- 
ous region which borders northern Italy, 
where Hitler’s army of occupation is mak- 
ing its last desperate stand on Italian soil. 
If and when France’s new army has been 
equipped and sufficiently trained, it may 
find an opportunity to avenge the country’s 
wrongs by helping to liquidate the Fuehr- 
er’s forces in Mussolini's former mountain 
stronghold. 

No hint is given of the size of this re- 
constituted army. But, combining the Ma- 
quis and young men from all parts of the 
country who came of age during the cap- 
tivity, it may well run into hundreds of 
thousands. 

The Nazis lost 600,000 men in their 
evacuation of France. In their place stands 
this new French army, perhaps already 
approaching that figure in numbers. That 
doubles the Fuehrer’s loss in relative fight- 
ing strength.

The result of the elections to the Northwest As- 
sembly so far as known indicate the re-election of 
17 out of the 26 former members. Three did not 
offer for re-election, One of the candidates in East 
Calgary declared in favor of the separation of Al- 
berta from the rest of the Territories, which would 
naturally increase the cost of government, and he 
was placed at the foot of the poll in a field of five. 
Of the members of the late Assembly who are at 
this date supposed to be defeated, Mr. Tweed of 
Medicine Hat was a member of the executive com- 
mittee, and a popular, useful member. He owes 
his defeat to a red hot local feud. In the defeat of 
Mr. Davidson of South Qu’Appelle, if he is defeat- 
ed, it is likely that the temperance question played 
some part, as he has been replaced by Mr. Bulyea, 
a strong temperance man. In St. Albert Mr. Prince 
was defeated chiefly on the grounds that he was a 
professional man and a non-resident. Mr. Maloney, 
the suecessful candidate, is a farmer of the district 
and was the nominee of the Patrons of Industry.

In a speech to 
his CCF junta, President Mosher is 
reported to have Cevoted most of 
his time to attacking Communists— 
Communist being a general term to 
encompass everybody outside 
CCF camp. Since the adoption of 
the Teheran line, it has been the 
Communists who have given most 
of what constructive leadership 
there has been in Congress. They 
have realized while the CCF'ers 
have not, how much the Labor 
movements depend upon gaining 
the goodwill of citizens outside 
organized labor and the men in the 
armed services. In this their judg- 
ment has been sound

outside political affairs. They must

well as the ultimate fate of the 
unions. In the nature of things it 
is inevitable that the more they 
concern themselves with the form- 
er, the less they will worry about 
the latter.

yell be badl wounded, Certainly 
organized labor s not sirong 
enough in Canada to be able to 
ufford the luxury of a bitter feud 
of the kind that seems clearly in

The tiny baby who is denied 
the benefits of breastfeeding, 
should have what is the nearest 
approximation to it. That means, 
not only a formula that is as 
nearly as possible to breast milk, 
but a way of feeding which gives 
him a comforting union with the 
parent. 


If the bottle is propped up so that 
the milk runs down hill; if the 


bottle is allowed to empty so that 
te nipple is not kept constantly 
full of milk; if the heavy bottle 
tips over and gives the luckless 


| baby a blow on the nose, all of this 
is adding insult to injury 
| The way to feed a baby prop- 
erly is to hold him in the moth- 
er’s arms, with his head lifted 
sufficiently so that he can eat 
with comfort and with the bottle 
tipped so that down to the last 
| drop he gets only milk and not 
| milk mixed with air. 
Some air is bound to be swallow- 
ed and babies get tired nursing and 
stop for rest. It is at this moment 


that the mother who holds her baby | 


will choose to lift him to her shoul-

der and pat his back gently and | 
steadily until he gives a good and | 
| 


satisfying burp. This patting may 
consume a moment of five or ten 
but the baby should be kept in an 
}upright position until the air rises 
|to the top of the stomach and is 
jexpelled, Only then will the baby 
be able to return to his meal with 
|} a vigorous desire for what remains, 


The mother who holds her baby | 


knows exactly how the baby re- 
sponds to his feeding. She knows 


if he clings to the bottle and would | 


not have it removed, that its con- 
tents are less than adequate. If the 
baby lags at the bottle, turns away 


lfrom it frequently and cannot be} 


interested in it, the feedings may 
| be too close together or the content 
of the formula too overwhelming. 


Or, nipple openings which may 
be too small may cause fatigue be- 
fore the formula is all gone 


But most of all, during this 
ceremony four or five times a 
day, the baby needs and should 
have the cuddling, the warmth of 
physical union, which he gets 
when his mother holds him. Just 
to put the baby in his bed and 
proffer a bottle is to deny him 
not nutrition but those unpredict- 
able expressions of maternal af- 
fection which a nursing baby gets 
as a matter of course

One of the greatest family tra- 
gedies of the Second World War 
was uncovered here Tuesday with 
the visit to Edmonton of Patric 
Holleran, 24 years old, of the Brit- 
ish Merchant Marine, Royal Mail 


Line. 
Young Holleran has lost his 
mother, three sisters and seven 


brothers since the start of the war 
Two are still serving with 
the Women’s Army Corps in Brit- 
ain, while the father, Wilkam Hol 
leran, a retired member of the 
Royal Marines, farms in South Ire- 
land 

One of the brothers, Peter, was a 
twin to Patric. Patric himself was 
on ships three times that were tor 
pedoed and has suffered burns and 
other injuries 
KILLED IN BOMB RAID 

His mother and three sisters were 
killed during a bombing raid on 
London, Jan. 2, 1941, The sisters, 
members of the Women’s Air Force, 
were on leave at the time and the 
mother was visiting them from 
Southern Ireland 

Of the seven boys who gave 
their lives for King and country 

Thomas, 34, was killed at Dun- 

kirk, while with the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers in 1940. 
Jack, 32, and Peter, 34, were both 
killed while serving with the Royal 
Artillersy in North Africa in 1943 
Jonathan, 30, was killed in Syria 
Mervyn, 28, with the Royal Marines 
lost his life when his ship went 
down in the Mediterranean in Aug.
